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How is it that the 


They draw from a quarter to a third of a mil- 
lion dollars per year. They are paid far far more 
than professional people, far more than scientists, 
more than politicians who above all people 
should be excellent administrators. Why? Be- 
cause they are so rare. Business schools may 
turn out graduates by the millions but very very 
very few of them ever become top flight execu- 
tives who can really administer. Why does the 
civilization develop so very few of them? Because 
this civilization has not had much workable 
administrative tech and has not even known the 
basic natural laws which underlie administration. 


PUBLIC ATTITUDE 


The subject of administration is so poorly 
known because there is so little data. And be- 
cause there is so little, the subject itself is not 
understood at all by the general population of 
the planet. Yet there are very few on the planet 
who are not the direct effect of administrators. 

You hear an administrator talk about PRO- 
DUCTION or GROSS INCOME and possibly 
suppose this is just a peculiarity or a fixation 
and that these facts are distant from general 
living. Perhaps some people suppose that such 
talk and urgings is part of the capitalistic system 
or something for a Board of Directors. General 
public reaction to such things is usually a no- 
thing-to-do-with-me. The usual attitude to Law 
and Accounting is a “beyond me” and an “it’s 


confusing” yet the person is subject every day of 


his life to them. It is quite similar but even more 
mysterious with Administration.

Administration is not peculiar to capitalism 
Or to any special field.

And let us lookat the capitalist juggling money, 
money bags and paper gold and look as well at 
the health problems and cultural unrest that ride 
as problems in his train. The severest criticism of 
the capitalist is that communism and socialism 
grew up and flourished during his reign.

They 
are themselves replaced by their own kind as 
as fast as firing squads can be assembled by newly 
ambitious dictators.

The moment one was headed in the direction 
of survival he was headed in the direction of pro- 
duction.

The 250 Scientologists gathered there were among the 
first in the U.S. to experience the pure energy of this 
new sound. It was an electric moment—a musical an- 
nouncement to the future, as clear and bold as a trumpet: 
“We're going UP!” 

Ron calls Power of Source a “barbaric symphony”; 
one of its reviewers described it as “a controlled explo- 
sion of sound.” ‘ 

Selections on the album range from Gershwin’s 
Summertime and folk song When Johnny Comes March- 
ing Homé to three original jazz compositions: Were 
Moving In, My Dear Portugal, and the dynamic title 
piece, The Power of Source. 

How Ron Created the New Sound 

In Science of Survival, written in 1951, Ron said “A 
culture is as great as its dreams and its dreams are dream- 
ed by artists.” 

In addition to spiritual research this year, Ron col- 
lected traditional and contemporary music from coun- 
tries all over the world. After thorough analysis, he dis- 
covered a way to weave modern musical concepts with 
primitive tribal rhythms and tonal scales. The result is a 
musical expression of a freedom so basic it transcends 
present musical trends. Its penetrating rhythms create a 
feeling of unity modern man has long forgotten. 

Story of the Apollo Stars 

In December of 1973, Ron assembled a group of 
musicians from the Flagship crew to represent Flag in a 
local concert. From that point, Ron began to personally 
supervise tapes of their music. 

Within weeks, they became celebrities of the country 
and performed in parks, theaters, parades. Ron named 
them the Apollo Stars. In specially designed suits, 
studded with gold stars, they responded to demands for 
more concerts, 

Then, in March, 1974, Ron developed new motions 
in dance to give visual impact to the sound and created 
the Apollo Star Dancers to join the Stars. 

Audiences Respond 

At a recent performadnct in Europe, the audience 
climbed out of their seats, formed hand-in-hand chains 
which wove up the aisles, raced through the balconies, 
ran in and out of the theatre, dancing and making circles 
with the Apollo Star Dancers! Others threw flowers and 
stormed the stage to get close to the performers. About 
100 Flagship crew quickly made a chain in front of the 
stage to keep the crowd from mobbing the band. 

The Apollo Troupe (Stars and Star Dancers) stole the 
show in a parade soon after with Ron’s new sound and 
motion. Spectators flooded the streets around their float, 
dancing and cheering amidst streamers, confetti and 
flowers. 

Ron Expands the Music’s Reach 

As the Troupe created these incredible impacts on 
whole countries, L. Ron Hubbard worked even more 
closely with them. Out on the open air decks of The 
Apollo, with a tremendous speed of particle flow he 
created an entire new repertoire of 12 songs in one 
night, 

To further the reach of the New Sound, Ron person- 
ally recorded the Stars on their new album “Power of 
Source” using spéCialke built equipment.
